Mo.st pas [-mortem discussions of the He- 
publlcan prlnmry In OrcRoii linvc nftturnlly 
dealt with ihe rlic In Governor Dewey'B 
political .'.toci;, Hl.i victory cooled down Mr. 
Etasicn, who lidd been red hot In previous 
tests. As a re.iult, quite n number of Repub- 
licans could be observed chanplnn bnnd- 
rfagons In midstream. 

But wliat made Mr. Dewey win, anyway? 
Was It the •■new look" that several observers 
commented on— a Kcnial, folk,';y manner in 
contrast to tlie formality and comparative 
aloofness of the 1044 GOP presidential can- 
didate? 

Was 11 Ihe fact that he took tlic time, as he 
did not do In Wl.'^consln. to challenge Mr. 
■ Stasscn mi.le for mile and speech for .speccli? 
Or was It his performance In the debate with 
Mr. Stasaen on outlawing communism? 

Maybe all these faclont fiRUred In the re- 
aulls. But cerlaJnly the outcome cnnnot be 
divorced from the Dewcy-Stasscn debate. 
And perhaps the relationship has a signifi- 
cance that some Republican politicians, 
particularly some members of congress, could 
ponder with profit. 

The debaters were In Renoral aprcemcnt on 
the nature and danger of communism. a.s 
they are on most fundamental Issues. Tliey 
differed In the method of coping with the 
danger. Governor Dewey held that exlstlnft 
iavs were all that were neces.'jary. and that 
the communL'it Influence In his state— where 
about a quarter of tho party members live — 
was never lower than now. 

Mr, &tEts.<:cn contended that the party was 
not a party, but a clique of foreign agents. 
He said It could and should be outlawed by 
enactment of tho Mundt-Nlxon bill. Mr. 
Dewey Insisted, however, that this was not 
the law's Intent. 

But the crux of the argument seems to 
have been that Mr. Sta,wen holds that out- 
lawing communism \s constitutional as well 
as ntctsjttiy, while Dewey disagrees. 

"I have no objection to the strengthening 
of (existing) laws," he said. "But let us 
remember for all time to come in these 
United States, we should prosecute men for 
the crimes they commit but never for tho 
Ideas that they have," 

ir this intelligent, high-minded, construc- 
tive debate, which climaxed the presidential 
aspirants' Orcfion campaign, was a major 
Influence in the election, re.nilt. then the 
-majority of Oregon Republicans mu.^t agree 
with Governor Dewey; And of the two view- 
points they seem to have picked the more 
liberal — in the class definition of that much- 
Bbtised word. 

There Is nothing about Oregon Republicans 
to set them apart from Republican voters in 
other states out.'!!de the solid couth. So from 
this example it would seem that the trend 
'of Republican thought on the subject of 
communl.'^m Is more concerned with guarding 
Individual freedom nnri le.-a Influenced by 
fear and vengcfulness than the thinking ot 
come Republicans In congre.is. 

Recently a Republican congressman t-eed 
off on the head of the office of industry co- 
operation because his daughter works for 
Tass. the Soviet news agency. Tliis official. 
John C. Vlrdcn. is a successful businessman. 
The secretary of commerce says he is a 
valuable public servant and s loyal American. 
Mr. Virden ha.*: broken completely with his 
daughter on the matter of communism. 
Yet thb congrcisman holds that the daugh- 
ter's political belief dkqualiries the father. 

Not long ago another Republican congress- 
man wanted a state department official (Re- 
publican) fired because his second coiwln 
was suspected of being a communist. We 
don't think that such actions are in Tcey with 
the thinking of most Americans— Including 
EepubHcans— today.
